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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


For THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 15, 1898. 


Parents and Guardians: 


The year ending with this report has been free from 
serious disturbing elements in any of the schools. 

The teachers have generally been well adapted for their 
places and many of the parents, and most of the pupils, . 
have striven in harmony with the teachers. for the best 
results attainable, and yet there is a class who needa 
torpedo to awaken them to the necessity of giving their 
children, at least all of the meager opportunity offered by 
our common schools for the education of their children. 

Why will not parents insist that their children shall be 
promptly at school every morning and every day of the 
term? 

Why not manifest an interest in the studies your chil- 
dren are pursuing? Why not assist them daily in their 
studies, when possible? 

Why not visit the schools and see for yourselves if the 
teachers are diligent, efficient and striving to instill correct 
knowledge and principles into the minds of your children? 
Why not encourage the teacher by your presence and if 
need be by your suggestions ? 

Seeing for yourself is knowing, but hearsay concerning 
the doings of the schoolroom is as liable to be false as 
true. | 

Sickness has interfered with the attendance of scholars 
and reduced the percentage of attendance, in some of the 
schools, to a marked degree. In the schools Nos. 13 dur- 
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ing the summer term, measles attacked a large portion of 
the pupils and after a six weeks term, but a few remain- 
ing well, the schools were closed. 

The many long and severe storms during the year 
have also contributed to lowering the attendance; and 
yet there have been many cases of absence where there 
were no reasonable excuses. 

We have made an unusual number of changes in text 
books during the past year. 

The same series of geographies had been continued till 
the schools were hampered with different and differing 
editions, with both maps and text not up to date. 

Your board thought best to make an entire change, 
and accordingly have introduced a new series recently 
published; and we feel the change has been appreciated 
by the teachers and pupils, and is: producing better results 
than were previously attainable. 

A change has also been made in language books by 
the adoption of grammars suited to the grade of scholar, 
giving a marked increase to the interest formerly mani- 
fested in the study of our language. 

These changes have necessitated a somewhat larger 
expenditure than usual, but they have cleared out the old 
books by exchange, and will result in less expenditure in 
the future.

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


The Village Schools have enjoyed their usual prosperity during the 
past year. While the attendance in general has been very good, we 
are sorry to note the disposition of some parents to allow their children 
to absent themselves from the schoolroom. ‘They should realize that 
by such tolerance they are doing their children a great wrong. 

We believe the advent of free text books will remove one of the 
obstacles we have constantly encountered in compelling the attendance 
of some children. 

The overcrowded Primary and Intermediate departments were again 
divided into three schools during the summer term, this experiment 
has been found very beneficial to the younger scholars. 

The Primary Department. Miss M. A. Clough has completed her 
fifth year as teacher of this school. No word of commendation are 
needed to inform the public of the success of this department during 
Miss Clough’s long administration. Number of pupils, 63. Wages 
per month, $32.00. 

Second Primary Department. The Board were very fortunate in 
securing for this single term, the services of Mrs. Hattie M. Solomon. 
The scholars under Mrs Solomon’s charge showed great advancement 
for the short time they were under her instruction. Number of 
scholars, 20. Wages per month, $24.00. 

Intermediate Department. Miss M. Elhe Bedee has taught this 
school for several years. Miss Beede’s long experience and the 
marked improvement of all scholars in her department speak volumes 
for her ability and success as a teacher. | Number of scholars, 41.
